The Council are fully alive as to the necessity of the provisions 
of this Act, and are preparing a scheme for submission to the Ministry 
for approval. 


The Housing Repairs and Rents Act, 1954 came into operation. 
has 125 @2 most important piece of legislation, in which Section 9 
defines the grounds of unfitness of houses for human habitation. 


The Council passed a Minute, No.94, concerning Circular 43/54, 
in relation to Improvement Grant Provisions of the Housing Act, 1949, 
which reads as follows:;- 


"Whilst the Council appreciate the Minister's concern for the 
improvement to existing housing accommodation, it wes egreed that 
Owing tO the Council's commitments in regard to a proposed heavy 

programme to errect permanent dwellings, it was felt that prior con- 
Sideration must be given to this espect of housing rather than to the 
improvement grent and conversion aspect". 


The Council, however, have egreed to consider improvement grents 
in the estimations for the next Financial Year. 


I very much hope that, during the next few yeers, as e result of 
@ possible government curtailment of housing subsidies, it mey be 
Possible, under the above provisions, to put some defective houses in 
order, in order to bring them up to e reasoneble standard. Such 
s property thet might be dealt with in this wey is Rock Terrace.

WATER, 


From the public health point of view, the town's supply is both 
adequate and pure, the sources of supply being Fellenge Moor and the 
Derwent Valley Water Board. The former supply, whilst producing en 
excellent drinking and weshing water, does, by reeson of its chemical 
constitution, produce an action on the old iron pipes, causing in- 
crustation, which would not occur with modern bituminous or concrete 
lined pipes. The question of more efficient distribution of supply 
is being actively pursued by your Council. 
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WATER (eont. ) 


There are comparatively few houses not on the piped supply, 
these being in outlying areas and farms, where there is a limited 
private supply, often of doubtful quality. However, improvements 
have been made during the year, owing to measures taken when the 
sample was reported "not suitable" for drinking purposes.

An 
adverse report on the final effluent received from the Trent River 
Board during the year, confirms the necessity of carrying out these 
improvements.

Prevention of Food Poisoning. 


Food Premiscs:- These heve becn inspected during the yeer. 
Greater care is needed in premises where food is sold, so that flies 
are prevented from gaining acccss. The same remerks apply in the 
case of dogs, whose owners are not complying with governmental advice 
not to edmit dogs to shops where food is sold. 


It is hardly necessary to emphasiscthe peramount importance of 
cleanliness of the hands end clothing of all those who sell perish- 
able food; not forgetting that those who cat the food are equally 
responsible for maintaining ea proper standard of hygiene in them- 
selves, if the danger of food poisoning is to be avoided. 
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FOOD (cont. ) 


Sleughterhouses. 


During the year the Council hed the difficult duty of deciding 
how many of the former Sleughterhouses were to be relicensed as a 
result of Governmental Decontrol of Slaughterhouses all over the 
country. Further, the Food and Drugs Act, 1936 (now revised), 
which concerned the hygiene of Food Preperation Premises, had come 
into operetion since the Government took over slaughtering during 
the war. The Council have agreed with the Ministry Policy of 
"moderate concentration" in the interim period, pending the publica- 
tion Of the finel report on the Siting of Slaughterhouses, and heve 
reduced the numbers of those licensed before control. The premises 
of existiny slaughterhouses heve been improved. 


Zt am pleased to report thet the standard of hygiene and the 
quality of livestock has greatly improved since Decontrol. Local 
Dutchers ere now able to buy with discrimination, as e result of 
which, the emount of diseased meat is far lcss then formerly. 


Por the first half year the Government Slaughterhouse wes in 
Mereetons  Giis in effect covered the Bakewell Urban and Rural 
Districts and the Matlock Urben District; to all of whose meet 
Seapectuton great credit is due, during this period of concentration 
end control, for their willing co-operation and efficiency in main- 
Geining @ high standard of meat inspection, often under trying 
circumstances. 


The Slaughter of Animels (Prevention of Cruclty) No.2 Regule- 
tions, 1954 came into force during the year. 


The Food end Drugs Act, 1938 and the Food and Drugs Amendment 
Bets t904, and the Slaughterhouses Act, 1954 all came into effcct 
during the yeer. 


Model Byelaws were published by the Ministry of Food for the 
Semeeery cOnditi10ns of Knacker's Yerds during the year.
